An Address Issued to Congress—More 


Money Needed by Hie People. 


WASHINOTON, Deo. 
11.—The National 


Executive Silver Committee to-day issued 
an nddreiB to OonRreas. The committee 
believ. s the present money stringency and 
breaking down ol credit on both sides of 
ths Atlantic, aro due mainly—if not in- 
tirely—to an attempt to carry on the world's 
growing business on » nanowing basis of 
gold as a single money standard, and again 
appeals to Congress to delay no longer the 
restoration of silver to unlimited ose as 
money, with all the rights of coinage and 
legal tender possessed by gold. All at- 


ment. 
Stated will there be represented 


almost as sovereign Kingdoms and their ex. 
Dibits will be tiken as a standard by which to 
judge their enterprise, arts and possibilities. 
California will typify her wooderful re- 
sources with them reproduced in minatuia. 
Washington and Oregon will have exhibits 
scarcely less surpassing; Nevada 
whut? 


shall she sleep on, letting pass the oppor- 
tunity of years to tell the world what she 
has and what she can do 1 Here is an 
opportunity of years for advertising the 
things she is possessed of, that may not in 
a generation come again. 


But, it is asked, what, shall we exhibit? 


Samples«( ores, of coarse, grain, fruits, 
potatoes, etc. But wbat else? What may 
be the character of an exhibit that will best 
illustrate our resources and be of benefit in 
advertising the State? hhall we answer? 
—Water storage, first, last and always, 


It is a day in 1893 and we are in Chicago 


doing the World's Fair, We have come to 
the entrance of the Nevada exhibit and go 
in. What is this we see before ui? A chain 
of mountains in miaature, and lying rt 
their f«et a desert, with hero and there 
through it little farms. But what are these 
strnamsof water leiidiug down from the 
mountains and watering the farm! on tbe 
plain? 
They are irrigating canals. 
A 


guide joins as and explains haw the farms 
are irrigated, and tells how the desert may 
be ready to blossom as tba rose. He an- 
swers our inquiries in regard to the arid 
regions ol tre West, and we ate told that 
this systew, in minatnre, is the one em- 
ployed there. We are shown the ditchea 
and are led up among the hills to where 
they huve their source. Ilsre we find- 
not a mountain lake— but an artificial 
water storage reservoir. He explains how 
the snows on the hill tops melt and run 
down the canyons to fill the reservoir, 
where it is held iu, reserve for the Sum- 
mer to be the source of tha system ot irri- 
gation below. 


We are shown samples of Nevada's agfi- 


callural products, and of her mines. 
A 


quartz mill is running and a guide takes us 
through and explains the manner of reduc- 
ing ores. As we paas out we are handed a 
pamphlet. It is descriptive of Nevada, her 
climate, mines, agricultural possibilitiis; 
contains a description of how farms are ir- 
rigated and ot water storage. II i» filled 
with pictures oJ our pcunery, of our des- 
erts and of the farms that have been made 
to bloom upon them. It contains statistics 
of our productions, and everything in fact 
that would excite the interest of capital und 
of possible emigrants in our welfare.

increasing the volume of credit currency 
or multiplying credit expedients can afford 
bat temporary relief. With the gold sup- 
ply constantly diminishing, population in- 
creasing and business rapidly expanding, 
a recurrence of the present situation must 
come, forcimg a periodical adjustment of 
prices and business to every contracting 
scale of a single gold standard. 


What is needed ii a broader basis of pri- 


mary money, constant and accurate in sup- 
ply. Bimetallism must be re-established. 


There never has been on.! there IB not 


likely to be in the future, too much gold 
and silver to supply the world's needs for 
money. To supply the probable popula- 
tion of the United States alone f i r the 
next century with the same per capita we 
now have will require a production of 
the metals as great as the entire produc- 
tion of the American continent since its 
discovery by Columbus. 


With the free coinage of silver, the dif- 


ference between silver bullion and silver 
coin must at once disappear and end silver 
speculation. 
If everybody can have silver 


metal converted into coin free at cost, at 
the rate of 371% grains to a dollar, then, 
of oouree.there o»n be no difference between 
the value ot a given weight of silver in 
bullion or coin. 


The committee believes that tbefear that 


free coinage would doi-troy the parity of 
gold and silver on our ratio of 16 to one is 
not well founded. 
Certainly this cannot 


take pluoe and continue permanently until 
enough silver has been coined to provide us 
with our fall distributive shore of the 
world's money, independently o! gold. Our 
share at present, is 
$1,500,000,000, of 


at least $650,000,000 is gold. 
Silver must 


be coined to give us fully $1,500,000,000 
besides uold and besides enough to talie 
the place of the retired bank notes and 
supply the requirement ol our increasing 
population and growing industries. 
Be- 


sides the proposed iisue of now paper 
money will tend in the same degree to 
displace gold thut silver will. 


Which, then, is best, metallic money, 


constant in supply, selr-regulating and that 
needs no redemption, or additional credit 
mnuey to be sometime redeemed in gold, 
that becomes constantly dearer as demands 
npon it increase? Tho people demand that 
their constitutional right to have recourse 
to both gold and silver for money be re- 
stored to them.

There are 
no young, inexperienced girls teaching 
in the schools, and no young men vising 
the school desk while waiting for some- 
thing better to tarn ttp.
